Hans Agard, | 


Pioneer, Dies 
Suddenly 


Hans M. Agard, 83, who has lived 
at 435 Oak Grove avenue since 1910 
and has been a resident of Menlo 
Park for 54 years, died suddenly of 
a heart attack at his home Tues- 
day morning. 

His daughter, Mrs. Bertha L. But- 
ler, said he seemed in good health 
the night before, but became ill soon 
after awakening on Tuesday. He 
died before the doctor could arrive, 
with no apparent pain. 

Agard was well known in this 
community. At one time he served 
as horse trainer for Leland Stan- 
ford and later was employed on a 
number of estates in this area. 

For many years he worked for J. 
Leroy Nickel of Menlo Park and 
traveled widely with him. He also 
was superintendent of the Sprague 
estate. He retired in 1930. 

In recent years, although his 
sight was failing, he liked to take 
short walks near his home and stop 
to talk with neighbors. 

First coming to California in 1888, 
he visited the Stanford farm and 
took over the reins of a “coach and 
four” in an emergency. Mrs. Stan- 
ford was so pleased with his per- 
formance that she asked him to 
help train her horses. He return- 
ed in 1893 and settled in Menlo 
Park, which he liked because of its 
“beautiful winding roads.” 

Agard was born in Denmark, the 
youngest of a family of eight child- 
ren. He came to the United States 
at 16 to visit a sister in Iowa. He 
entered college that fall in Nebras- 
ka, and the next spring married 
Bertha Swanson. 

Besides his daughter he leaves a 
son, Henry Agard of Palo Alto; a 
brother, Lars Agard of Wyoming, 
and six grandchildren—Mrs. Bar- 
bara Kaiser of San Jose, Henry 
Agard, Jr., of Palo Alto, Arthur 
Eutler, Jr., and Robert Butler of 
Menlo Park, Mrs. Dorothy Herrick 
and Mrs. Margery Edgerton, both 
of Lodi. 

Rey. Eric Jackson of Trinity Epis- 
copal Church was in charge of the 
funeral services yesterday after- 
noon in Palo Alto. Interment was 
in Alta Mesa Cemetery, where Mrs. 
Agard’s remains were placed many 
years ago.

New Measures Taken 
To Ensure Safety 
Of School Children 


Two new measures have been 
taken to ensure the safety of pu- 
pils at Menlo Park Central School, 
Capt. George Potter of the Police 
Department announced this week. 

In the first place, the student 
traffic patrol on El Camino Real 
has been increased from two to 
four boys and children will be sent 
across the highway in groups. 

Secondly, pupils living across the 
railroad tracks from the school will 
be allowed to cross only at Glen- 
wood avenue. 

Captain Potter asked mothers 
who drive their children to school 
to stop only at the Glenwood ave- 
nue entrance and absolutely not 
on the highway. He pointed #ut 
the chance of accidents, especially 
rear-end collisions, is much higher 
on the thoroughfare.

Record Enrollment Bulges Schools 


Las Lomitas 


The big 43-pupil first grade at 
Las Lomitas School has been split 
and Mrs. Agnes Morse has been 
hired to teach the new class. 


This is just one indication of the 
climbing enrollment in the school 
that will call for at least two kind- 
ergartens and two first grades and 
probably two Second grades by next 


Lomitas enrollment 
jumped from 210 in June to 289 this 
week, and is expected to increase 
The kindergarten, with 52 stud- 
ents, is on a double-session basis. 
Other class enrollments, as of this 
week, are: Second grade, 26! third 
grade, 35; fourth grade, 38; fifth 
grade, 26; sixth grade, 32; seventh 
grade, 18; and eighth grade, 19. 
The school board Monday night 
discussed plans for adding another 
three-classroom unit which will be 
needed by next fall, and for leas- 
ing part of the property owned by 
Dr. Rachel S. Rafferty which pro- 
jects into the school grounds in the 
form of a peninsula. The board 
plans to purchase the Rafferty 
property in about three years. 
Approached by representatives of 
the Peninsula Housing Association, 
which is planning a cooperative 
community off Portola Road, the 
board declared that it is in no pos- 
ition at the present time to provide 
a school building there, and could 
not be until the assessed valuation 
of the new community were avail- 
able to the district for taxing and 
bonding purposes.

Menlo Park schools are crowded 
with 690 students, 9% more than 
Jast year’s enrollment of 630. 


Mel Homfeld, superintendent, said 
an increase to 800 students is ex- 
pectéd by the end of the school year. 


The kindergarten includes a re- 
cord 115 pupils and the first grade 
has 92. Only 46 eighth graders 
will be leaving school next June. 


Meanwhile, the school board was 
considering cancelling its plans to 
enlarge the lavatory room at Cen- 
tral School because of high prices. 
When bids were first requested a

es was $9,700. The board readver- 
tised and received no offers. 

As an alternative, the board is 
considering increasing facilities 
within the present quarters. 

The school also is looking for a 
part or full time janitor-bus driver.

Ravenswood 


With every classroom in Ravens- 
wood and Willow Schools now in 
use twice a day, Supt. Paul H. Hen- 
ry is scouring the community for 
any available temporary quarters. 

An enrollment of 1,020 in the dist- 
rict is bulging the facilities, and 
more pupils are expected. Willow 
School must have another first 
grade, as there are 83 children now 
registered in the present two class- 
es. 

Ravenswood School has an en- 
rollment of 590 and Willow has 430. 
Enrollment has jumped 100 per cent 
in the last two years. In June, 
1946, 590 students were registered. 
Last June the number was 796. 


The school district has purchased 
a@ second school bus. Their only 
bid was one for a 42-passenger ve- 
hicle from the Superior Bus and 
Ambulance Co. for $4,100. The bus 
goes into use immediately. 

Children who live less than three- 
quarters of a mile from either school 
are crowding the buses, Henry said, 
adding that he will distribute bus 
passes next week to pupils living 
outside the three-quarter mile mark. 
Those without passes will not be 
allowed to ride.

Although the Menlo Park Cham- 
ker of Commerce meeting on Mon- 
day night was poorly attended, Dan- 
jei Hayes, president, said the Cham- 
ber would work all the harder to 
fulfill the purposes of its organiza- 
tion. And Mayor Charles P. Bur- 
gess complimented the group on the 
fine public relation work being done 
by the Chamber—work which had 
not previously been attempted by 
any group in town. 

The subject of Christmas. decora- 
tions and celebration for Menlo was 
one of the first considered at the 
nmieeting. Mayor Burgess stated that 
the city council would lend its aid. 
Al Giannotti, much interested in

Causes Plenty Of Headaches 


Inauguration of a school bus route ,had only three children left over.” 


in Las Lomitas district this week 
caused headaches for parents, for 
the new bus driver, Lyman Har- 
rington, and‘ for Supt. Charles H. 
Neiderhauser. 


Monday afternoon children from 
University Park rode for two hours 
around the Atherton Heights route 
before arriving home, and the Las 
Lomitas School phone was kept 
clanging by frantic mothers. 

It was a case of trial and error 
to determine the best routes, work 
out stops and acquaint kindergart- 
en-age children with the experience 
of taking the bus to school and 
homeagain . 


The one bus had two ways to go 
—and could go only one way at a 
time—south from the school to Un- 
iversity Park and Portola Road, or 
north to Atherton Heights. It was 
a question whether to take the 
children on one trip and leave the 
others at school or to take all of 
them on both trips. 


Monday afternoon the bus went to 
Atherton Heights first, taking all 
the children along. Harrington did 
not know many of the children and 
lad only a list of names to go by. 
His map was inaccurate and he got 
lost once among the crooked roads 
of Atherton Heights. 


Even when he was sure of the 
right place to drop a group of kind- 
ergarteners, he could not leave them 
until at least one mother was there 
to take charge of them. Mothers, on 
the other hand, weren’t sure when 
the bus would come or where. 


To top all this, a small boy lay 
across a back seat and when the 
bus stopped suddenly, he rolled off 
onto the floor. An older boy now 
goes along to watch the little ones. 

The kindergarteners, themselves, 
didn’t know where to get, off. 

“We thought we did pretty well,” 
Neiderhauser remarked, “when we 


Parents were understanding, how- 
ever, Neiderhauser said. Many told 
him they liked the new bus’ driver, 
saying that Harrington was patient 
and conscientious and that they felt 
safe trusting their children to him. 


Neiderhauser pointed out that the 
trial and error system, actually 
picking up or dropping off child- 
ren on the regular run, is the only 
way to determine the bus routes, 
because of so many unforeseen com- 
plications that can arise. He said 
routes’ stops and timing will jell be- 
fore long. fi 

Another bus problem is the nec- 
essity of making four trips a day. 

Capacity of the bus, however, is 
no worry. Children living close to 
the school have been catching the 
bus because it is a novelty.

Milton Marks, attorney for the 
suers, first learned of the pur- 
chase on Thursday morning, when 
telephoned by the Menlo Park 
Recorder. 

Asked about the significance of 
the turn of events, he said he 
“would have to think about it.” 

He said he had “no way of 
knowing what our next move will 
be,” and added that he would have 
no comment at least until today. 

Asst. Dist. Atty. A. S. Whitmore 
pointed out that the suit contain- 


ed no restraining order. Asked if 
the purchase killed the suit, 

Whitmore said he couldn’t say, 
but that Marks “might have to 
proceed in another way.” 

The purchase had already been 
completed Tuesday night when the 
Atherton Civic Interest League met 
to discuss the subject. 

Out of the discussion came a de- 
cision to order a meeting of the 
league’s two school committees— 
which have made contradictory re- 
commendations on the school site— 
and the league’s board of directors 
to frame a final stand on the school 
problem. 

At the meeting, Marks offered to 
recommend to his clients in the 
suit against the school board that 
tfey accept the decision of the

And what will the panel of 15 women employees be do- 
ing? They will be ‘tasting’ the canned, frozen, dried, de- 
hydrated and fresh foods. They are to “work’’ but two or three} 
hours a day with only ten minutes actually spent in tasting— 
resting the rest of the time so that their taste buds will re- 
main sensitive! Not seeing any “catch” in this proposition 
we enjoy the reflection that some jobs are certainly snaps.

The old saying goes, “There’s no 
rest for the wicked”. Property own- 
ers, however, must believe that “or 
taxpayers” should be appended to 
the adage, for in November they will 
receive a tax bill higher than for the 
previous year for the fifth consecu- 
tive time. In Menlo Park this year 
the tax rate is $6.8706, a gain of 
58.4 cents over last year, or 9.3 per 
cent. For what consolation it is 
worth, the increase is far less than 
the hair-raising $1.51 or 31.6 per 
cent, increase registered last year. 
Of course, the prices and salary 
scales which governmental units 
must pay have risen like the costs 
of business in general, and must be 
reflected in the tax rate. 


, The municipal rate, the only one 
under the control of the city coun- 
cil, continues at one dollar, un- 
changed from three years ago. The 
rate for the county, schools and 
special districts is up 83 per cent in 
this same period. This year 146 
cents of the property tax dollar will 
go to the city compared with 15.9

Comparatively little change was 
made, in the rates of the County 
Library, and the Menlo Park San- 
itary District. The only declines 
were a drop of 6% cents in the Men- 
la Park Lighting District rate (re- 
presenting a 25 per cent reduction), 
and a 644 cent, or 15 per cent, cut 
in the Sequoia High School rate. 
This is the last year Menlo Park 
taxpayers will have to meet a light— 
ing district tax, as the city plans to: 
absorb the street lighting function 
within its own dollar rate effective 
next July 1. 

The $6.87 rate considered above is 
the rate that over 95 per cent of 
Menlo Park will pay. There is some 
variation in some of our annexed 
territory as certain portions are not 
in the Lighting District, and some 
is in the Los Lomitas School Dist- 
rict instead of the Menlo Park.
